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Revised General Permit is Released 


The “General Permit to Construct and Operate Certain Recycling Facilities’ has been 
modified and is now available. The permit was revised to add mercury-containing lamps, 
consumer electronics and household batteries. There are also changes to the requirements 
for collecting used oil. 


The previous recycling general permit was issued in October of 1997 and expires in 
2002. However, due to an increased awareness and demand for convenient consumer 
electronics recycling and the Department’s mercury initiatives targeted in part toward 
increased recovery of fluorescent lights, the permit was revised. The revised permit will 
expire on the same date as the previous general permit, October of 2002. 


The Department will mail a letter to all registrants 
currently operating under the general permit that will 
explain the changes. Although all the registrants will be 
required to operate under the revised general permit, not 
all of them need to reregister. If the facility accepts used 
oil, it must simply follow the new requirements 
indicated in Section 5b. If the facility does not accept 
waste oil, and does not plan to add any new recyclables, 
then there are no changes that will affect the operation. 





If a facility would like to add mercury-containing lamps and/or mixed batteries and 
consumer electronics, then the registrant must submit a new application and fee. Anyone 
wishing to begin collecting consumer electronics, mercury-containing lamps, or any other 
of the listed recyclables, must apply for a registration. Applications are available by 
contacting the recycling office at (860) 424-3365.

The Connecticut Recyclers Coalition is also in the process of producing a new display on 
electronics recycling. This display will be especially helpful to those municipalities who 
are sponsoring electronics collections for their residents. There will be two copies 
produced and the expected completion date is early May. These displays will be housed 
in two of the state’s trash museums located in Hartford (860) 247-4280 and Stratford 


(203) 381-9571. They are being produced as part of a grant that CRC received from the 
state legislature to help promote recycling of mixed paper and consumer electronics.
